in the event of full ratification of 
the Colorado compact. After going 
deeply into the legal phases of this 
probiem, the Utah Congressman finds 
that the interests of all upper-basin 
States would be endangered if Con- 
gress should pass a Boulder dam bill 
based on a #fix-State compact, for 
Arizona already has officially served 
notice that it will go into court and 
enjoin the building of Boulder dam 
under a compact to which Arizona 
is not a part. 

It is Mr. Leatherwood's conviction 
that the courts would entertain such 
a sult and hold up legislation until 
the fight had been carried clear 
through the Supreme Court, a mat- 
ter of years. If the Supreme Court 
should hold that the bill, founded on 
& 6ix-State compact, was invalid and 
an encroachment on the rights of 
Arizona and should throw out the res- 
ervations now written into the 
Swing-Johnson bill, it would be 
compelled to hold, as it did in the 
Kansas-Colorato and Colorado-Wyo- 
ming Cases, that the doctrine of prior 
appropriation governed on the Colo- 
rado, end under such a decision Cali- 
fornia, or Los Angeles, would be at 
liberty to then erect a dam in Boul- 
der Canyon, divert all the water de- 
sired, either for power or irrigation 
in California. and California priori- 
ties so established would be valid as 
against all other States on the river. 

The only way the upper States 
could protect their interests would be 
then to rush in, compete with Call- 
fonia, and make benéficial use of as 
much water as possible before con- 
ficting filings in California were 
made. It so happens that California 
is the only State among the seven 
that is now financially in a position 
to make extended use of water from 
the Colorado River. For this reason 
Mr. Leatherwood believes it is highly 
essential that any Colorado River leg- 
isiation, if a bill is to pass, should be 
founded on a seven and not a I- 
State compact. Under a seven-State 
compact neither Arizona nor any 
other State in the compact would 
have ground on which to zo into 
court. for all States would be bound 
by the compact. as would the court. 

Another new angle has been inject- 
ed into the situation since Congress 
adjourned. Nevada, or some spokes- 
man for the State, now contents that 
if any States are to derive revenue 
from power developed at the Boulder 
Dam, Nevada should share in that 
revenue, inasmuch as the dam would 
be half in Nevada and half in Arizo- 
na. The new proposal is that a pro- 
vision be written into the bill by 
which those two States should be 
guaranteed a certain percentage of 
Boulder Dam power receipts each year, 
on the same principle laid down by 
Congress when it gave the States 
374, per cent of all oil royalties from 
public lands in lieu of taxes. 

Arizona is going to insist on some 
such protection and there is growing 
sentiment in Nevada in favor of an 
amendment that will tusure a sub- 
stantial revenue from power develop- 
ment. This money would be paid, of 
| course, by the consumers of power 
and would compensate the States for 
their inability to tax the power 
plants if the bill ultimately should 
authorize the government to install 
the plant at Boulder Dam.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 4. (Exclusive) The recent pub- 
lication of the bases of the agreement reached in the Imperial 
Conference at London supplies one of the most striking 
examples of the fashion in which the Briton achieves revolu- 
tion by evolution. What the declaration actually constitutes 
is a recognition of what exists already. It is, therefore, one of 
the most astonishing bits of realistic thought in modern polit- 
ical history. And incidentally it is a tremendous personal 
triumph for Hertzog of South Africa because it follows 
closely upon the order of ideas outlined by him at the beginning 


of the conference. 

At that time the South African 
Premier said that the foundations 
of the British Commonwealth which 
had to be laid should be; “in prin- 
ciple unrestra ned freedom of action 
te each member of the common- 
wealth; in practice, consultation with 
a view to co-operative action wher- 
ever possible.” Exactly this has been 
attived at by the formula which has 


been hit upon and the fashion in 
which it has been given form. 

The unity of the imperial edifice 
is preserved by sovereignty represent- 
ed by s common King. The inde- 
pendence of the separate entities is 
achieved by the fact that each Cab- 
inet, although acknowledging nomi- 
mal allegiance to th. same ding, is 
Within its own territories absolute 
master of policies and actions.

GENEVA, Dec. 4. ()-—China has

E. B. Merritt, assistant Ccmmissioner 
of Indian Affairs of Commerce, de- 
Clared that the Indians of today are 
enjoying the greatest degree of pros- 
perity ™ their history and that this 

ermment’s treaty obligations are 
— “carefully respected and carried 
out in letter and spirit.” 

Quoting Congressman Frear to the 
effect that “the heavy death loss has 
been neglected, so that today the In- 
dians are only skeleton tribes,” 
Merritt said that in the last twenty- 
Ave years the Indian population has 
been steadily increasing, citing the 
fact that im 1900 there were 270,544 
Indians in the United States and that 
today there are 349.876. 

“Mr. Frear says that Indian Bureau 
control is effected by an army of po- 
litical employees, good, indifferent and 
sometimes bad,” continued the speak- 
er. “The fact is that out of 4960 em- 
Ployees in the Indian Service, there 
are only two political appointees, 
namely the Commissioner of Indian 
Affairs and the superintendent of the 
five civilized tribes. No man ever 
filled the office of Commissioner of 
Indian Affairs who was more efficient, 
Detter equipped or more sincerely in- 
terested in the Indians than Commis- 
sioner Burke. One of his qualifica- 
tions is that he spent forty years 
among the Sioux Indians.” 

QUESTION OF ATTORNEYS 

Concerning Mr. Freire quoted 
statement to the effect that “the 
power to employ an attorney must 
Dave the approval of the Indian Bu- 
reau, which, in effect, names the 
Indian's lawyer, who is protect 
the Indian the Bureau,” Mr. 
Merritt said: 


“Any Indiag may employ an attor- 


attempt to supervise 

ment of attorneys for individual In- 
dians except to see that they are 
not imposed upon in the fees they 
are required to pay.” 

“Mr. Frear refers to the $700,000 
reimbursable appropriation in recent 
years for the Navajo Indians,” said 
„Mr. Merritt. “However, he studi- 
ously refrains from telling his eudi- 
ences that there has been obtained 
for the Navajos during the last ten 
years approximately $10,000,000 of 
gratuity appropriations for educa- 
tional, industrial and medical pur- 
poses, largely through the efforts of 
the Indian Service, the Interior De- 
partment and with the co-operation 
of Representatives and Senators from 
Arizona and New Mexico.” 


SCHOOL CRITICISM 


Answering Mr. Frear's general criti- 
cum of Indian schools, Mr. Merritt 
said that the Indian Bureau is con- 


ducting one of the most efficient | 


school systems among the Indians 
to be found anywhere in the coun- 


try. The epeaker cited statistics show- , 
ing that there are nearly 36,000 In- 


dian children tn public schools and 
more than 7000 in mission schools. 


“Criticising the health work of | Sree Cort 


the Bureau among the Indians, Mr. 
Prear speaks of the ‘tales of negiect 
and wicked concealment of health 
conditions among the Indians,’ aid 
the speaker. “In 1910 we were getting 
appropriations of $40,000 annually 
for health work among the Indians. 
We have been successful in gradually 
getting this appropriation increased 
and lest year we received a direct 
appropriation of $756,000. We are ex- 
pending annually from all funds 
available about $1,200,000 for health 
work among the Indians. We have 
ninety-one hospitals as compared 
with five hospitais in 1900. We have 
194 physicians and 132 nurses work- 
ing among the Indians and our In- 
dian Medical Service has recently 
been reorganized and is now edimin- 
istratively operated along the lines 
of the Public Health Service.”

The local authorities at the Land 
Office in Los Angeles have exert- 
ed themselves to the utmost 
to save these innocent dupes 
from the result of their own folly, 
and to apprehend and punish these 
bunko-artists, but like the peren- 
nial Spanish-prisoner fake, and 
the Anneke Jans Estates fraud, 
these land-grant methods of ob- 
taining money under false pre 
tense seem to go on forever, and 
even doubters here are forced to 
agree with Barnum that a “suck, 
er” is born every minute. 

There is another type of filing, 
chiefly upon certain old Mexican 
and Spanish land-grants, which 
bas appeared extensively lately 
and which is mostly made in good 
faith, and in some cases with at 
least a color of legal justification, 
due to some uncertainties as to 
the old titles. Many of these 
filings have been made on the 
advice of attorneys who claim to 
have discovered bona-fide defects 
in the old grants. Many of these 
cases have been fought out in the 
courts, with uniform success for 
the present holders and defeat 
for those who would upset the 
established titles. 

Tt is not the intent of this ar 
ticle to classify as purposely 
fraudulent such efforts as these, 
based on an honest belief as to 
title defects. “he fact that such 
a situation exists, however, has 
given birth to a veritable army 
of fraudulent “promotions” of 
supposed public land openings— 
land about whose ownership not 
the slightest doubt exists or can 
exist. 


The recent recurrence of such 
absurd filings on legally owned 
property by gullible persons is 
an old story; as, about every so 
often, a bunch of crooks seek 
to mulct the public of huge sums 
by this hoary swindle. It proves 
the truth of Barnum's adage and 
the necessity of every owner of 
property in this region joining 
with the indignant officials of our 
own efficient Land Office, to stop 
these frauds at their inception,

As a matter of fact, 
this particular rancho, of 13,315.7 
acres, Was confirmed to M. Keller 


Fernando Mission Rancho in San 
Fernando Valley—the largest pat- 
ented tract in Los Angeles county, 
and containing 116,858 acres, com- 
monly called the Ex-Mission San 
Fernando. After the seculariza- 
tion of the Missions, the great es- 
tate of the Mission of San Fernan- 
do was granted in 1846 to Eulogio 
de Celis; was duly patented on 
January 8. 1873, and constitutes 
one of the most perfect land titles 
in Southern California. 


Another Southern California 
rancho which these persons 
dave sought to file upon was 
that of the Palos Verdes Rancho. 
granted in 1846 to Juan and Jose 
Sepulveda, and confirmed to J. 8. 
Sepulveda et al., the patent being 
dated June 22, 1880. Another 
rancho lately entered upon by 
these doubtfal filings was that 
of the Rancho Santa Margarita y 
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Las Flores, of 133,440.78 acres, 
confirmed to Pio Pico et al., and 
patented on March 28, 1879. 

Another. of these ancient 
ranchos thus lately assailed 


is that of the Rancho Guadalasco, | 


30,593.85 acres, which was con- 
firmed to Ysabel Yorba, and was 
duly patented on September 1, 
1873—being located in Ventura 
county, just to the north of the 
Malibu Rancho. 

One of the most prominent of 
these huge ranchos that have thus 
lately been much in the public 
eye, because of the attempts of 
numerous hopeful persons to file 
homestead entries upon its lands, 
is that of the Irvine Ranch near 
Santa Ana, which estate was 
made up of the two old Ranchos, 
Lomas de Santiago and the San 
Joaquin. The Lomas de Santiago 
Rancho was granted in 1846 to 
Teodico Yorba, containing 47, 
226.61 acres, and was confirmed to 
him—the patent being granted on 
February 1, 1868. The Rancho 
San Joaquin, 48,803.16 acres was 
confirmed to Jose Sepulveda, and 
the patent issued on September 


19, 1867.

These documents give the com- 
plete list of every single Spanish 
and Mexican land-grant in Call- 
fornia, the person to whom it was 
confirmed, its area in acres, its 
location, the date of patents 
granted, and otherwise the condi- 
tion of the title. When the land- 
grant bas not been patented up to 
date, appropriate notations, cover- 
ing the condition of the title, are 
appended to each grant, such as 
—Before Surveyor-General’—‘In 
Court on Title — Sent up for 
Patent“ — Not Surveyed — No De-

States for California on January 
10, 1852. The Santa Gertrudis 
Rancho adjoined the Mission San 
Gabriel, and contained five full 
leagues of land—it being described 
in the deed as “her ancient and 
pacific possession.” She was re- 
quired to build a house upon it 
within a year, and it then had to 
be inhabited. Also she was en- 
titled to fence it in, but until the 
provisions of the law were com- 
piled with, she could not alienate,

She was to apply to the proper lo- 
cal judge, who would give her pos- 
session of Lis property, run the 
boundary lines of it for her, and 
then measure its area, so that if 
it amounted to mre than five full 
leagues, the overplus would still 
remain public land.

After considerable side-stepping 
by the Mexican authorities, they 
finally informed him, in 1786, that 
he was authorized to make pri- 
vate landgrants of not over 
three leagues, to not include 
pueblo or lesion lands.

The Bancroft party secured 
their clearance papers at San 
Diego from the United States cus 
toms officials and cruised to Eu- 
senada where papers were taken 
out with the Mexican officials per- 
mitting them to touch at any 
point along the Mexican Coast. 
Mexican government officials are 
co-operating in every way with 
Southern California scientists, as- 
sisting their expeditions in any 
way possible. 

Stopping at almost all of the 
islands on the way, the party op- 
ened up a new region to science.

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THE THOMPSON GUN 


a “machine gun,” is probably the 
most effective and deadly firearm 
in the world, considering its size, 
portability, and rate of fire. 

This is the Thompson sub- 


machine gun, a queer compromise 


between the variety of machine 
gun known as “automatic rifie” or 
“machine rifle,“ and the military 
pistol. It can be carried, unde 
tected by the casual observer, un- 
-der an overcoat. It is only twen- 
ty-three inches over all—muzzle 
to back end of receiver—and it 
weighs eight and one-half pounds. 

It can be fired held in the two 
hands, at the levei of the hip— 
the common gun-man tactics—or 
its detachable butt-stock may be 
slipped on in a second, and the 
gun fired from the shoulder like 
a self-loading sporting rife used 
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type magazine, used in most of 
the Chicago killings, or « 
magazine holding 100 shots. 

It uses ordinary .45 caliber auto- 


The gun has two styles of fire, 
optional at the will of the shoot- 
er and designated by a catch on the 
left side of the receiver. When

Each bullet punches a nice half- 
finch hole in what it happens to 
strike, and its heavy weight in- 
sures its boring through any nor- 
mal human body. 

With automatic fire the gun is 
nearly out of the question for use 
with the butt stock and held at 
the shoulder, the rapid taps of 
the light recoil unbalancing the 
shooter and causing the last of 
the “burst” to go wild. For this 
work the gun, without the butt 
atock, gripped by the two vertical 
pistol handles extending down 
from it and pressed firmly 
against the hip, is fred by sense

Some years ago a steamer, os- 
tensibly loaded with coal and due 
to sail for Ireland, was seized in 
New York harbor on the repre 
sentations of British secret serv- 
ice men. At this time the Irish 
rebellion was in progress: 

The ship was found loaded to 
the guards with “machine guns.” 
Again they were Thompson sub- 
machine guns—made under con- 
tract by the Colt Firearms Mfg. 
Co., Hartford, Ct. 

Strangely enough the police 
and other representatives of law 
and order have not taken full ad- 
vantage of the frightful possibili- 
ties of the gun. The bootlegger, 
the criminal, the gangster, the 
revolutionist, the Chinese, all 
have welcomed the gun with open 
arms, to the consternation of the 
inventor of the gun. The situa- 
tion is much like that during our 
late wars against the Sioux in 
which our soldiers, armed with 
obsolete and unreliable old single 
shot Springflelds, fought Indians 
armed with up-to-date Henry and 
Winchester repeaters. 

Thus far the police have not 
encountered this gun from the 
business end. The bootlegger 
gangs don't buy modern weapons 
to fight police or prohibition 
agents, the last thing they desire 
is to kill an officer and antagon- 
ize the police forces of the coun- 


Trouble Ahead 

Sooner or later, however, a car- 
load of police officers or prob 
bition agents, through mistake in 
their identity or other reason, are 
going to. encounter the sub-ma- 
chine gun, and the results are go- 
ing to be a shock to police depart- 
ments that think police pistols 
are a match for uptodate war 
weapons.

It bas, however, a high 
pictorial quality, and a cleverness 
of general scheme and design, as 
well as a skillful treatment of in- 
dividual scenes that cause it to be 
an attraction of far more than ordi- 
nary merit. indeed, it may be pre- 
dicted as one of Pola's biggest win 
ners, even though her victory is a 
much-shared one.

His long expe- 
rience enabled him to give a rare 
and vivid characterization, and for- 
tunately both the role and his act- 
ing remove the heavy traces of vil- 
lainy. This, by the way, is one of 
the things that differentiates Ho- 
tel Imperial” from other produc- 
tions of this type. 

Pola Negri appears in this pic- 
ture, and gains a sympathy that 


has the genuine quality. Her char- 
acter is not one of triumphing op- 
portunities, and occasionally she 
seems to feel the restraints of the 
role’s limitations, for ber acting is 
inclined to be just a little over- 
weighted. However, it is one of 


her very best portrayals. and shows — 


her as a glowing and many-faceted 
personality. It will go far to 
heighten her popularity. 

Max Davidson, Michael Vavitch, 
Warner Oland, Otto Fries, Nicho- 
las Soussanin and Golden Wadams 
are other principals, Davidson and 
Vavitch being among the more im- 
portant.

(shabby treatment of his assistants or 
agents) “appeared to be the fdiosyncrasy of 
the celebrated adventurer, Cortes.”

In 1541 one of the favorites of Cortes, Pe- 
dro de Alvarado (at that time governor of 
Guatemala,) was also looking for the Cali- 
fornias. This information is given in a his- 
tory of the West Coast States of Mexico by 
Francisco Frejés, a Franciscan, Chronol- 
ogist of the College of Our Lady of Guada- 
lupe, in Zacatecas. And it may be that in 
anticipation of Alvarado’s discovery, San- 
guinetti’s discovery was suppressed by Cor- 
tes. It was only because of jhe death of Al- 
varado at the hands of Indians that the Cal 
ifornias were not found by him prior to the 
discoveries of both Sanguinetti! and Cabril- 
lo.

580 in the cold process come from contact 
but it would be the height of silliness to 
reason that the mere presence of the germ, 
no matter where, is responsible for the for- 
mation of a cold.

When he begins to sue and to show all 
the characteristic symptoms, stop feeding 
him. Let me assure you that if he misses 
three, four or five meals, nothing disas- 
trous will happen to him because of lack of 
food. 

If you must feed him, use common sense. 
Don't load him with milk, cereals, breads 
and sweets. Put him on fruit juices for 
two, three or four days. Don't worry ff he 
loses a pound or two. It cannot do him any 
harm. 

Clean out the bowels by repeated flush- 
ings, using ordinary tepid water. 

If he runs a fever, reduce it by cold ap- 
plications to the abdomen, the common- 
sense method of extracting heat from the 
body. 

If he has paroxysms of coughing which 
rack and tire him, put him to bed. 

At night give him a warm sits bath, per- 
mitting the water to rise as far as the ab- 
domen. 

Then induce copious perspiration. Put on 
two or three times the normal number of 
blankets. Give bim a hot lemonade to 
drink. Let him perspire until the sheets on 
his bed are wringing wet. If he becomes 
chilled, put hot-water bottles to the feet 
or an electric blanket around the abdomen. 

If the glands of the neck or the tonsils 
become swollen, use cold compresses around 
the throat, to be changed every fifteen or 
twenty minutes and applied for three or four 
hours at a time. 

Finally, remember that all respiratory dis- 
eases, no matter of what kind, from tuber- 
culosis to the common cold, should be 
treated with outdoors fresh air and sun- 
shine. 

It is an unforgivable mistake to put «a 
childsuffering from any chest ailment into 
a closed room with heat turned on and no 
ventilation. 

Don't be afraid of fresh air. Keep the 
body warm but let the lungs inhale clean 
oxygen.

The Time for Knowledge 


We have often heard the remark that 
children of today know very much more of 
life that their parents did when they were 
the same age. Every educator and observer 
of children knows that the knowledge of 
those things which were before verboten“ 
is now freely disseminated at a very early 
age. 

I would not say it is because children are 
more precocious than they were a hundred 
years ago. It is rather a sign of the times, 
a development of our Twegtieth Century, 
high-speed life. 

In the past it was quite the custom for 
the average mother or father to let a boy 
and girl go unguided without advice or 
knowledge of any kind until they learned 
for themselves or by their experiences in- 
side or outside of marriage. 

Today we are faced with practically the 
same problem, perhaps in a modified form. 

“Johnny is too young to know such 
things” or “it will be plenty of time for 
Mary to learn them when she goes to high- 
school or college”—this is the easy, happy- 
go-lucky way in which parents discharge 
their responsibilities. 

The day is past when children should 
learn the knowledge of sex and life only 
when they are grown up. We cannot put off 
the dissemination of this knowledge when 
we consider the children ready. 

The child of ten, twelve or thirteen today 
knows as much as his parents did at the age 
of twenty and twnety-five. 

The bigger question is From whom shall 
this information come?” 

The preacher says the home, the home 
says the teacher, the teacher says the scien- 
tist and so on, each one “shifting the 
buck” and blaming the other. 

The way the problem sbould be solved is 
by co-operation of all the groups. The scien- 
tist should educate the teacher; the teacher 
the parents, and the parents the children. 

In reality, the time to begin frank sex 
education is way down early in childhood 
when the child kaows the propagation of 
animals, the function of the egg cells, the

edge, it is an easy progression to inform him 
of the various evolutionary steps of propa- 
gation until, by a perfectly simple and natu-

The time to start is early. The ones to 
do it are the parents. The place from which 
to get it is from the man and woman en- 
gaged in the dissemination of scientific edu- 
cation. 

Parents may arm themselves with this

I doubt whether one can secure too much 
of it. 

Rapidly, more and more, we are becoming 
a race of neurotics. Our high-speed life, the 
concentration of innumerable activities in 
short spaces of time, the tension of nerves 
aquiver and everlastingly on the alert— 
these lead to an almost universal condition 
of neurasthenia which accompanies prac- 
tically every other ailment. 


Sleep soothes and calms, allays pain and 
reduces suffering. Sleep increases strength 
and stores up the vital reserves. Sleep 
quickens the senses and makes the faculties 
more alert. it invigorates the mind and in- 
creases the endurance.

In reality, it is evidenced: more in an in- 
ability to relax—in a tenseness and a nerv- 
ous tautness that constitute the most con- 
spicuqus signs of the times. 

The reason for this is the ever-increasing 
use ot machinery to perform the work of 
existence.

If sleep is impossible because of mental 
preoccupation, reading is an excellent 
remedy. Anything to get the se away

Undisturbed quiet, calm and peace are 
primary requisites for mental quiescence. 

The entire environment should favor rest- 
fulness and quiet. 

An analysis of the causes of ennie will 
generally reveal one or a series of either 
physical. or mental defects.

Above all, no matter how severe or how 
chronic insomnia may be, there is no justifi- 
cation for the sleep-producing drugs.

It is but one step from this continuous 
brooding, melancholy, anxiety and worry to 
real insanity. 

The individual must first become cogni- 
zant that worry is the great destroyer, that 
worry never helped anyone in the solution 
of problems. . 

Just as the body must seek physical di 
version from its tenseness, the mind must 
find something to take it away from its 
focus of self-worry, self-pity and self-concena- 
tration. .

The Rio Tinto, though a broad river when 
it r@éaches the high plains of the island of 
Luzon, still pulsates with violent currents, 
the curse of its mountain birth, and its mem- 
ories of tortures in narrow, bouldered 
gorges. 

At the village of Palma the river knows 
a quiet moment and for hundreds of years 
the only crossing in a dozen miles has been 
there.

with black fruits. each fruit bearing within 
its fleshy confines two seeds neatly fitted 
together like two half-circies. It's a most 
interesting shrub, yet many pass it up for 
some exotic plant that in no way fits into 
our Califernia gardens. 

“I was enthusiastic over my discovery of 
the tiny seeds of the River Monkey Flower, 
and also of the Sticky Monkey Flower, both 


scarcely 

large enough to be seen with the naked eye, 

rolled out into the palm of my hand as 1 
turned the tiny seed pods upside down. 

“There were some seeds left upon the 


long spikes of the White Sages and the balls 


of the Black Sages. For the most part, how- 
ever, these seeds have already dropped to 
the earth, awaiting the first rains to start 
them to growing. 

“The beautiful long-climbing Clematis is 
now preparing its cotton-like balls of seeds. 
Several times the tiny seeds were to be 
seen floating off in the air, carried by their 
downy airplanes to some favorable resting 
pla 


ce. 

“The Sumac, a rather pungent shrub 
of the lower foothilis, now has spikes of 
fast drying seeds and in a short time they 
will fall and make an effort to produce next 
season's growth of new seedlings. 

“| was fortunate in finding some of the 
large black seeds of the Wild Peony. This 
is one of our earliest blooming flowers, but 
it hides under some of the taller shrubs and 
generally escapes the notice of the casual 
hiker. 


“The plants named serve to give the gar 
dener, who is interested in adapting our 
native flora to his home garden, a notion 
of the many possibilities that lie waiting 
for his care.”

December Tasks 


December is a good month to put a thick 
dressing of manure on the garden and to 
spade it in well. This applies, of course, to 
garden beds not planted: manure about 
shrubs of the sort which are heavy feeders 
is profitably applied now.

Lilies and Dutch bulbs may yet be planted; 
also Amaryliis, Callas, Gladiolus, Ranuncu- 
lus, Watsonias.

garden possible almost overnight. Carna- 
tion, Canterbury Bells, Columbine, Foxglove, 
Pansies, Pentstemon, Snapdragon, Stocks, 
Shasta Daisies, Verbena, Violets, may be 
set out now. 

Hardy annuals may be sown in the open 
as last month Acroclinium, Alyssum, Rar 
tonia, Ageratum, Amaranthus, Balsam, Car- 
nation, Calendula, Candytuft, Annual Chry- 
santhemum, Clarkia, Collins ia. Cosmos. 
Eschscholtzia, Godetia, Larkspur, Linum. 
Lapinus, Mignonette, Nemophila, Shirley 
Poppies,’ Sweet Peas, Pansy, Stocks. 


Some Dahlia Advice 

Alex. Waldie of Santa Paula, dean of 
dahlia growers, gave some interesting points 
on growing dahlias from seed at the recent 
meeting of the Dahlia Society. 

To get the best seed, Mr. Waldie recom- 
mends “no irrigation during November,” 
though the plants during October should 


have the same supply as during the heaviest | 


blooming season. Plants from which seed 
ig to be taken should not be disbudded after 

ber no disbudding encourages the 
production of open-centered flowers which 
are essential to seed production. Haid 
pollination with a camel's hair brush (which 
he has tried) does not bring about appre 
clable benefits. 

“The proper time to cut the pods is when 
they are dry and crisp.” Mr. Waldie cuts 
with about six inches of stem, taking only 
mature pods. The cut pods are spread on 
trays for two weeks, then crushed

Mrs. Minnie Barker, of Bell, spoke on the 
cutting back of dahlias. “For the 
roots,” she said, “one should dig a circle 
around the plant, severing the smaller roots 
and forcing the plant into early dormancy. 
In California, the dahlia does not die back 
early enough, its roots not obtaining their 
proper rest period. In about a month after 
dormancy the tops should be cut down.”

OR the unfortunate person who “dick- 
F ers arolund” in crop figures, the last 
two months of the year are always the 
hardest. Urgent calle come in from every 
quarter for information covering the clos- 
ing year’s agricultural production. These 
vary from carefully prepared questionnaires 
for easily available statistics to preposter- 
ous demands for the number of prunes pro- 
duced per square mile in the north end of 
Umaua Valley, or the current year’s hatch 
of guinea pigs on the lighter soil areas 
around Growersville. Our office has avail- 
able all official issues of agricultural sta- 
tistics, as well as many original studies of 
local production, and our purpose is chief- 
ly to interpret and dissemfnate these fig- 
ures in a popular form. So when such an 
easy assignment ag a review of the crop 
year in California, recently ordered by the 
Farm and Orchard Magazine, is received 
joy reigns supreme in our bailiwick. 


So far, only preliminary figures, chiefly 
those of K. K. Kaufman, Federal-State statis- 
titan, on acreage, production and value of 
California crops are available, but these 
give clear indication of the economics of the 
year’s agricultural record. Generally speak- 
ing, 1926 has been a year of above normal 
production, but of lower net return. This is 
especially true in the case of fruit crops. 
Field crops have been about average. While 
vegetable acreage was larger, some quite 
serious marketing losses were known to 
this activity. Live stock maintained a favor- 
able position during the year. Everything 
considered, one can sum up the agricultar- 
al year as above normal in production, due 
to extremely favorable weather conditions, 
with subsequent lowering of return de- 
cause of excess supplies in many lines. But 
the year has been extremely profitable in 
ite suggestions of ways for the solving of 
many problems confronting our agriculture. 
For example, plans have been laid looking 
toward a more orderly distribution of our 
fruit crops, and, when completed, these 
should aid us materially in taking advantage 
of a bounteous year in production, such as 
that which is just closing. 

NEW CITRUS RECORD 

The brightest spot in fruits has been in 
the citrus industry. Always a California 
headliner, citrus fruits again broke a rec 
ord for return during the season which 
closed, October 31, with an f. o. b. value of 
$98,023,031. This represents an increase in 
.o b. value of about $5,000,000 over the 1925 
crop. in spite of the fact that the past sea- 
son's production was the largest in the his- 
tory of the industry. The total production 
was 63,640 cars of oranges, grapefruit and 
lemons. Of these shipments, the oranges 
totaled 50,030, and lemons 13,610 cars. The 
California Fruit Growers’ Exchange han- 
died 46,593 cars—34,083 cars of oranges and 
grapefruit, and 12.510 cars of lemons. In 
considering farm value of this crop, the ex- 
change reports a higher box return to the 
grower for fruit this year than last. 

Harvesting the new-crop navels in Central 
California ja now tinder way. Fruit has been 
coloring slowly, but the sugar content has 
been good. Better regulation of shipments 
is meaning better prices. The orange out- 
look throughout Southern California is 
promising, with the condition of Valencias 
placed ahead of that for navels, and with 
the lemon crop above the ten-year average 
for this fruit. 

THE UNRULY GRAPE 

Next in importance in the fruit industry 
of California is the fruit of the vine—the 
grape, always a healthy child, but in recent 
years grown to a veritable giant, and as 
temperamental as a moving-picture actress. 
It is for his care that most educational ef- 
fort has been directed. This, it is hoped, 
will show him the error of his ways, and 
curb his unruly habits, so that he will be- 
come more of a help to his worried parents 
Mr. and Mrs. California Grape-Grower. 


While the total production of all grapes in 
California was slightly higher this year, the 
carlot shipments were considerably lower. 
The total production of all classes, on pre- 
liminary estimate, is placed at 2,050,000 
tons, as against 1,955,000 tons in 1925. Car- 
lot shipments for 1925 were approximately 
75,000 cars, but when C. K. Schultz, ‘genial 
market specialist of the Bureau of Agricul- 
tural Economies, closed his office in Fresno 
early in November, and came down to. Los 
Angeles to spend the winter, the shipments 
had reached 58,000 cars. He believes, how- 
ever, that the 1926 total will be slightly ov- 
er 63,000 cars.

Record Crops Due to Good Yields 


and New Bearing Acreage Create 


Problems That Must Be Solved—Plans Evolved for Future 
Market Safeguards—The Story in Black and White

reason for reduced shipments of fresh 
grapes this year, in spite of the fact that 
the total production was higher. During 
the past season, the raisin production was 
approximately 271,000 tons, ag against a 
pack in 1925 of 182,500 tons. Muscats were 
held for the trays this year, and only 221,- 
000 tons of raisin grapes were consumed 
fresh as compared with 378,000 tons in 1925. 
It was found that the percentage of juice 
grapes shipped to the total was 78—slight- 
ly less than last year’s. 

In summarizing the shipping season, Mr. 
Schultz makes the following short but snap- 
py statement: “Increased production, heavy 
drying, generally good quality, early matu- 
rity favorable weather for harvest, moderate 
shipments, no car shortage and low prices 
throughout most of the season have been 


about 13,000 tons greater than the 1925 crop. 
This season, carlot shipments totaled but 
262 cars, as against 401 in 1925, due to a 
heavier demand from the cannery and dry 
yard. The returm was slightly lower than 
last year in northern sections, but higher in 
the South. Plums produced 72,000 tons, or 
about 20,000 tons heavier than in 1925. Car- 
lot shipments showed a heavy increase over 
last year, with a total of 5215 cars. Other 
deciduous crops produced heavier yields, 
but generally speaking, prices were below 
those of last year. 

Due to unfavorable weather conditions 
during the winter months, the walnut crop 
was only about 50 per cent of normal this 
year, with an estimated total production of 
merchantable nuts of 14,000 pounds. A- 
monds, however, doubled in production,

DECIDUOUS RECORDS 


And now for other deciduous fruits: Ap 
parently California did not fall down in sup- 
plying her share of “bobbin’ apples” for 
Thanksgiving, for the total crop for 1926 is 
placed by preliminary estimates of the Co- 
operative Crop Reporting Service at 10,217,- 
000 boxes, as against the 1925 crop of 6,016,- 
000 boxes. It might interest some folks to 
know that in the West, California ranks sec- 
ond only to Washington in the 1926 com- 
mercial production, and that it is well up 
in the national production. The commer- 
cial crop of California, or that part shipped 
fresh, is placed at 6,130,000 boxes. 


California broke another pear crop record 
this season, with an estimated production 
of 216,000 tons, as compared with 181,000 
tons in 1925, leading the union in pear pro- 
duction by a large margin. This was due 
to an exceptionally heavy set, and an in- 
crease in bearing plantings of over 6000 
acres. Larger increases are due for next 
year, as the forecast bearing acreage for 
1927 is placed at over 60,000 acres as 
against 55.000 acres for 1926. The crop was 
also of extremely good quality. Approxti- 
mately 10,000 cars were shipped this year, 
compared with 7787 cars in 1925. The re- 
mainder went into cans, the local fresh- 
fruit market, or the dry yard. Generally 
speaking, the cannery and the dry yard 
were the most profitable outlets for the 
crop this year. 

The peach crop was also much larger 
than usual this year, with an estimated to- 
tal production of 483,000 tons as against 
390,000 tons in 1925. The carlot shipments 
were below last year’s total, as a heavy 
dried and canned pack was made. Returns, 
generally speaking. were lower than for 
1925. Considerable new acreage came into 


bearing this year. 


PRUNES HIGHER 

The California prune, subject to mention 
in all Native Son and boarding-house jokes, 
ran true to form this year, with an esti- 
mated production of 146,000 tons, the same 
as last year. Prices were slightly higher. 
Apricot production totaled 163,000 tons, ac- 
cording to preliminary estimates, which was 


> 


with an estimated crop of 14,000 tons as 
against 7500 tons in 1925. Prices on wal- 
nuts ranged about three cents per pound 
higher on all grades than last year. After 
considerable price cutting as between the in- 
dependents and the co-operatives, almonds 
got under way on a schedule that should 
good returns to growers. 


TWO “COMING” FRUITS 


We have two other fruit crops which are 
becoming important factors in our agricul- 
tural scheme—dates and avocados. For 
this reason, we are going to give mention 
to them here. The date crop of Coachella 
Valley, largest producing center, is placed at 
afound 750,000 pounds of good grade dates, 
an increase of about 250,000 pounds over 
the 1925 crop. The market situation is fa- 
vorable. 

George Hodgkin, manager of the Califor- 
nia Avocado Growers’ Excchange, who re- 
cently went East to New York for the pur- 
pose of establishing sales contacts for Cal- 
ifornia avocados, recently sent the writer 
a good summary on the year’s situation on 
the increasingly popular salad fruit. 

ring the past three years, general 
price range on first-grade avocados, of all 
varieties, has been from twenty-four cents 
in May, 1924, to sixty cents in February, 
1926. The average price has increased a 
little each year during the past three years 
since the exchange was organized. At the 
same time production has increased very 
considerably from year to year. 

“Future prices are, of course, a matter of 
guesswork. It is quite likely, however, that 
exchange prices on first-grade fruit in the 
eastern markets will be in line with the 
prices of the last two or three years. The 
prices on the local market, however, are 
certain to be below the lowest point at any 
time during the past three years. 

“The yield in 1924 was 200,000 pounds, in 
1925, around 300,000 pounds, in 1926 near- 
ly 400,000 pounds.” 

Field crops, an important phase of our 
agricultural scheme, have always been 
shoved into the background for our more 
spectacular specialty crops. They have 
never been given consideration in propor- 
tion to their importance. Few people real- 
ize that in addition to the great acreages of

oranges and lemons, market gardens and 
truck farms, Southern California has nearly 
225,000 acres in alfalfa and that 
Los Angeles county alone leads the State 
in butter-fat production. Then there 
are the rolling hills and upland valleys cov- 
ered with grains and hay. Down around 
Hemet, in Riverside county, there is pro- 
duced 60 per cent of California's alfalfa 
seed, under highly scientific and standard- 
ized practices. And our interior valleys 
produce cotton of a superior quality, Which 
this year demonstrated the fact that a pre 
mium for quality often means enough ad 
ditional return to break even or make a lit- 
tle profit in a bad cotton year. 

In fact, cotton has become the most wide- 
ly discussed field crop in California during 
recent years. The rapid expansion of 
plantings from the desert valleys in the 
Southeastern part of the State to the Lower 
San Joaquin Valley, and the subsequent 
spread northward even into Sacramento 
Valley, has been an important phase of our 
2 development. High acre yields 
in most districts have lowered costs of pro- 
duction, and this year, when prices general- 
ly are low all over the country, California 
cotton, especially that of the San Joaquin 
Valley, is bringing a premium from 225 to 
as high as 318 points oven the market. 
This will bring growers through without the 
serious losses known generally in the cot- 
ton belt. 

With a slightly lower acreage this year, 
the California cotton crop, including that be- 
low the line in the Imperial Valley of Men 
co,is estimated to be approximately 204,000 
bales, as against 202,000 bales in 1925. 
Joaquin Valley has experienced good cotton 
weather this year and has had little difficul- 
ty in-securing labor in most sections. The 


harvest ig about 75 per cent completed in 


the San Joaquin Valley, with ginning in oth- 
er districts fast nearing an end. 


HAY AND BEAN CROPS 


Mr. Kaufman, in his Crop Reporting Serv- 
fee November report, covers tame hay, an 
other headliner in California, as follows: 
“Tame hay production for 1926 is estimated 
to involve 1,702,000 acres, segregated as fol- 
lows: Alfalfa, 981,000 acres: grain hay, 616,- 
000 acres; other miscellaneous tame, 105, 
000 acres. The preliminary estimate of the 
average yield per acre ot alfalfa is four 
tons: of grain hay, 1.6 tone: and of other 
miscellaneous tame hay. 15 tons. On this 
basis, the total production of tame hay this 
year will amount to 5,068,000 as 
against 5,414,000 tons in 1925.“ 3 
range has been slightly higher than in 1925. 
although both years’ returns are below that 
of 1924. 

The bean harvest, completed by the mid- 
dle of October, shows a total of 1.232.000 
bags of limas and 403,000 bags of baby 
limas, as against 750,000 bags of regular 
and 210,000 bags of baby limas in 1925. 
Much higher acre yields of all varieties 
were reported this year, but even with good 
production, the price is now such that grow- 
ers will not make a good return. Quite 
large blocks of limas went into hands of the 
wholesalers early after harvest, but 
there has been no strong buying, while 
prices have dropped appreciably. 

On November 1, there was in storage in 
California 960,000 bags of regular limas and 
390,000 bags of baby limas, which is much 
more than usual. Prices on regular limas 
have averaged around 6 to 7 cents; on baby 
limas, 5 and 6 cents. Yields of other beans 
are heavier than was first indicated, good 
weather having prevailed during the bar 
vest season. The average yield is expected 
to be around nine bags per acre on 169,000 
acres. These include blackeyes,+pinks, large 
and small whites and others. Prices on 
these varieties are running very close to 
the cost of production. 

A preliminary survey of the sugar-beet 
industry in Southern California, not inclad- 
ing Santa Barbara and San Luis Obispo 
counties, shows 20,347 acres harvested. 
These plantings produced 116,562 net tons of 
beets, or approximately 266,135 bags of sug- 
ar. The average yield of beets per acre this 
year from the harvested acreage was 4 lit- 
tle over five tons, and but 80 per cent 
of the acreage planted was harvested. Grow- 
ers received (on the basis of 5 cent sugar) 
between $9 and $10 a ton for beets. 

LARGER TRUCK PLANTINGS 

The truck-crop year has been character- 
ized by larger plantings of most specialities, 
with some bad spots in the marketing 
schedule. Starting the year with the Im- 
perial lettuce deal, there have been several

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Nevada Muaskrats Gay otmutage ible 


in Captivity 


RENO (Nev.)—In ee with a suc 
coensful silver fox farm in operation at Rat- 
tle Mountain, Nevada, a colony of muskrats 
is being developed as a possible source of 
profit. It is believed to be the only entcr- 
prise of its kind in the State. Muskrat 
pelts are highly valued by furriers, and 
these particular muskrats appear to thrive 
under the artificial environment 


A pool has been established, fed by water 
from an artesian well, and here the musk- 
rate find exercise and “homelike” surround- 
ings. Reeds, rushes, and bits of green wood 
from the tule lands and swamps of the 
Humboldt river provide them witk food. A 
high wire netting keeps prowling animals 
away, and just at the edge of the inlet a 


i habitat. The rate ow the call for 
dinner and, although tn the wild state they 
are extremely timid, they have 
tame under the assurance of food and 
tection from their owners. 


The muskrat is a dainty animal in spite 
of his odorous name. He washes his fine, 
soft fur dozens of times a day. Like the 
raccoon, he washes his food repeatedly be- 
fore eating it. Carrots and other root 
vegetables are relished by the rats, but they 
fave to be bathed thoroughly before they 
will eat a bite of the most tempting musk- 
rat food. The cold of the Nevada winters, 
especially in the mountains where this en- 
terprise is being conducted, serve to thick- 
en and give gloss to the fur. 

A production of several thousand rats is 
expected for the coming season, as they in- 


crease rapidly under protection.

USE COTTONSEED CAKE 

TUCSON (Ariz.)—Cottonseed make pro- 
duced in local gins and oil mills is being 
utilized in the fattening of a large number 
of cattle. Pens for handling 1000 head of 
cattle have been installed by the Tucson 
Cotton Oil Company and have been leased 
to the El Paso Feeder Company. 


CATCH CROPS DO. WELL 


STRATFORD.—On the ranch of G. Albert 
Smith five miles south of here a big new 
well was brought in too late to irrigate 
spring plantings except 180 acres of 
Egyptian corn. The foreman, Ed McDonald, 
planted forty acres to broom corn which 
grew well and, it ig estimated, will make 
700 pounds of seed to the acre. A plot of 
sweet corn matured roasting ears in Novem- 
ber, and vetch, peas and beans were grown 
for sheep forage, The furrow system of ir- 
rigation was used, as this is believed by Mr. 
McDonald to take less water than flooding 
and to leave the soil in better condition for 
late planted crops. The ground was pre 
pared by discing. and after each Irrigation 
it was cultivated to form a mulch. 


STORM DITCH PLANNED 

REDLANDS.—The orange growers of the 
Lugonia district are planning to co-operate 
with the city trustees in putting in a large 
storm ditch to prevent a repetition of the 
damage done last year by flood waters. Sev- 
eral greves were so washed that top soil 
had to be brought in to replace what had 
been carried away. 


TURKEYS PAY WELL 

PORTERVILLE.—W. A. Hawley of Rose- 
crest Farms west of here says he raised 
turkeys this year at practically no cost 
whatever. His birds ranged on alfalfa lands 
and ate waste grapes and prunes. One 
which was six months ola weighed twenty- 
four and one-half pounds and brought him 
40 cents a pound, or $9.80. Next year he 
expects to raise 1500 turkeys. 


MATURES BANANAS 


COVINA.—W. E. Bush has grown several 
banana plants on his farm in the hills two 
miles southeast of Covina. Three years 
ago he planted them, and last year he ma- 
stured one bunch. This year he harvested 
five bunches. The fruits are yeliow but are 
shaped like the red yariety. When fully 
ripe they are said to be well flavored. Mr. 
Bush protected his banana plants with an 
orchard heater last year. He says he be- 
lieves that very heavy irrigation is needed 
for banana culture. 


FUMIGATION WELL DONE 

VISALIA.—Post-fumigation inspection in 
Tulare county citrus groves is practically 
over, and Frank R. Brann, county horticul- 
tural commissioner, states that the work of 
the past season was very successful.

sity and the Los Angeles county grow- 
er has an advantage in dealing with the lo- 
cal markets. since the demand is greater 
than the supply and he can produce either 
as the market needs require and with a rel- 
atively low transportation cost. The de- 
mand for straw, largely contributed by the 
poultry industry, has made it almost as val- 
uable as hay. 


But producing hag and grain in Los Ange- 
les county has its share of problems, large 
ly of an economic nature. The value of the 
land makes a heavy overhead. Taxes, too, 
are high. These two factors have made it 
more profitable for the growers to rent the 
land rather than to own it. It is very un- 
likely that there is any other district in the 
State where grain and hay are grown on 
land worth from $1500 to $2000 an acre, as 
is done here in the Palos Verdes and Ingle- 
wood sections. Machine farming is followed 
because of the nature of the crops and the 
necessity of bulk production economically 
harvested. 


Among three largest units devoted to the 
production of hay and grain are the Frank 
McLain, the 8. Creswell and the Tom Ben- 
nett ranches near Inglewood. They own 
jointly a threshing outfit with which they 
thresh about 25,000 sacks of grain each 
year, with a crew of from thirty-five to for- 
ty men. A good day’s threshing is 1000 
sacks. It is estimated that it costs them 
about 20 cents a sack to thresh.

Beo- 
nomic factors are gradually replacing grain 
fields with truck gardens and subdivisions. 
HOW THEY DO IT 

Is it really possible, then, for local grain 
growers to make a profit? Some of them do 
not, but there are those who have made 
money and can prove it. Among the liat- 
ter is R. E. Miller of Lawadale. He came 
to Los Angeles county in 1909 and began 
his farming career in 1912, renting eighty 
acres of land. Since then he has farmed an 
average of 450 acres a year, part of which 
he plants to beans and the rest to grain. He 


practices a definite crop rotation scheme, 


which calls for one year of lima beans, fol- 
lowed by one or two years devoted to cere- 
als. The value of the rotation was well M. 
lustrated in 1923, wher? Mr. Miller secured 
thirty sacks of barley to the acre from land 
which was in beans the previous year. A 
neighbor who grew grain right along with 
no rotation averaged ten sacks to the acre. 

Tue value of crop rotation is recognized 
by those who have practiced it. A cultivat- 
ed crop eradicates weeds, and the soil mots 
ture is not depleted so much as where a 
grain or hay crop is harvested year after 
year. Beans are a legume crop and add nl- 
trogen to the soil. 


If a system of rotation will make possi- 
ble a paying crop of grain, why dont all the 
growers walk this rosy path? It is not as 
rosy as it may have seemed. Insufficient 
rainfall and lack of irrigation water may 
cause a failure of the bean crop. Short-time 
leases are very apt to result in a dismal 
failure. Mr. Miller says that as bean yields 
average from eight to twelve sacks per 
acre, a one-year lease is hazardous for the 
gtower. Crop rotation, however, is not the 
only essential to success in grain produc 


VARIETIES IMPORTANT 

Perhaps of equal importance is the selec- 
tion of varieties of cereals that will help 
make a profit for the grower. The first 
tests for variety improvement in this sec- 
tion were carried on in 1922. Thirty-five 
varieties of oats were planted in rod rows 
on the W. S. Rosecrans ranch near Gardena, 
and similar test rows were sown on the R. 
E. Miller ranch west of Lawndale. The trials 
showed that 3acramento bariey is a promis 
ig variety here. The Sacraments is a hy- 
brid developed by Prof. W. W. Mackie of 
the College of Agriculture at Berkeley. It 
sows resistance to lodging and smut; the 
ain is plump and generally lacht in color, 
and it is superior both in appearance and 


The oats trials quickly demonstrated the 
superiority of the Kanota and Fulghum va- 
rieties, their performance being far super 


pounds for the Fulghum. The Los Angeles 
County Farm secured a yield of Fulghum 25 
per cent greater than from the Red. A. M. 
Stoll of Norwalk and Erle Goodsali of Ow- 
ensmouth report similar increased hay pro 
duction from Fulghum as compared with 
Red oats.

Fred Craveline, rural postman, stop to de- 
liver letters and packgges to West San ernando 
Valley “customers,” 


Rural Postman Covers 
a Lot of Ground 


OWENSMOUTH.—There is in nearly ev- 
ery rural community one man without whom 
farmers would find it hard to get along. He 
is the one who, day in and day out, rain or 
shine, drives through the countryside and 
puts in the mail boxes the letters, newspa- 
pers, magazines, packages and miscellane- 
ous matter that links the farmer and his fa- 
mily with the rest of the world. 

Fred Graveline who has for three years 
been the postman for the free delivery mail 
service in this part of the San Fernando val- 
ley, has never missed a day except Sun- 
days, legal holidays and a short yearly va- 
cation. Sandstorms, wind. cloudbursts are 
all in the day's work for him. 


Mr. Graveline came here three years ago, 
liked it and decided to stay. He secured 


piled by poultry, apricot, walnut. peach and 
pear ranches with some orange groves „ 
well. 


Everybody who lives along a rural man 
route is interested in the carrier, and he, in 
turn, is just as much interested in his cus- 
tomers. He says that occasionally some of 
them get provoked about delay in deliveries 
of mail, but his judgment is that “this is a 
good route and the people on it are fine peo 
ple.” 

The parcel post regulations piace a max- 
imum weight limit of seventy pounds on 
packages and quite frequently the packages 
“eo the limit.” They contain all sorts of 
things—baby chicks, roosters, eggs, fresh 
meat, stoves, auto tires and bees. The 
city postman who has to walk and thinks 
with longing of the flivver of his rural broth- 
er, should consider the delivery of such 
heavy, heterogeneous things as these, and 
discard his envy. Seeds, plants and im 
plements to cultivate them come by parce! 
post. The rural mail man draws the line 
at delivering poison, even though it ts in 
tended for gophers-or ants. 

It takes Mr. Graveline seven hours and 
forty minutes to cover his route under nor- 
mal conditions, and some time has to be 
spent in the postoffice here, sorting his mall. 
The boxes along the route are placed close 

the roadside. so he does nOt have to 
leave his car to deliver the mail. However, 
in bad weather he gets stuck on an average 
of once every day, so he is not getting fat 
on the job. 

Mr. Graveline spent twenty months in 
France during the war, a part of the time 
in the air service, and he was one of the 
few enlisted men to receive the D. S. C. for 
valor in action. He came out of the service 
with a master electrician’s stripes. 

Since he began to serve the government 
as a rural mall carrier he has seen his route 
grow about 400 per cent in size. His long- 
est string of boxes is at the corner of Win- 
netka and Lamark avenues—37, and every 
one belongs to a chicken raiser. He lives 
on a chicken ranch himself, but by the time 
he has covered his daily route and stabled 
his car the only interest he takes person 
ally in chickens is in a few of their eges 
fried.

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Cotton Growers . 


FRESNO.—That cotton may be “down, 
but not out” in the San Joaquin Valley was 
the sentiment expressed by growers, bank- 
ers, ginners and oil men at the regional cot- 
ton conference held here November 4. With 
high yields and other factors holding down 
cost of production to between 14 and 15 
cents a pound on the average, the prevail- 
ing premium of 225 to 250 points above cur- 
rent market quotations is enabling the San 
Joaquin Valley growers to break even or a 
little better this year. This district is said 
to be in better shape in respect to this 
year’s crop than any other cotton section 
of the United States. 

This optimism and faith in cotton no 
doubt owes its inception to the record of 
the industry since it was taken up in a 
large way throughout the valley. Accord- 
ing to several speakers at the meeting, cot- 
ton has been an important factor in tid- 
ing growers over the raisin slump, and has 
liquidated many debts of long standing. 

The local meeting, presided over by H. C. 
Carr, Porterville banker, started off with 
reports on the cotton situation by represen- 
tative men in each of the cotton growing 
counties of the Valley. The Valley crop was 
placed at 80,000 bales, over 55 per cent 
ginned, and about 50 per cent of the ginned 
cotton sold at a premium of from 225 to 318 
points above market quotations. 

Starting with Kern county, where an av- 
erage of over 500 pounds of lint per acre was 
expected on 35,000 acres, Lawrence Taylor, 
farm adviser, stated that the crop was ear- 
lier than last year, and, due to good labor 
conditions, and absence of fogs, about 60 
per cent ginned. 

Kings county conditions, reported by R. 
L. Kimmel, secretary of the Kings County 
Chamber of Commerce, showed 75 per cent 
of the crop picked, amounting to over 9000 
bales. The county crop will run a little bet- 
ter than a bale to the acre. Mr. Kimmel 
also reported that a survey disclosed the 
fact that cost of production in the county 
this year has run around 12 cents a pound. 

Clayton Hickle of the Porterville Cham- 
ber of Commerce reported for Tulare coun- 
ty, where 60 per cent of the crop was 
picked. While he did not blame the Agri- 
cultural Labor Bureau, Mr. Hickle stated 
that labor conditions were not of the best 
in his county and that with navel oranges 
ripening, laborers were leaving the cotton 
fields for the orange belt. 

The situation in Fresno county was re- 
ported by Harold Harris, Agricultural De- 
partment of the Fresno Chamber of Com- 
merce. Over 21,000 acres were reported with 
40 per cent of the crop picked and ginned. 
The 4000-acre increase in the 1926 crop was

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Im Madera county, rted ty Gay Wind- 
rem, secretary of the Madera County Chan 
ber of Commerce, labor conditions are not 
ideal, but better than last year. However, 
Mr. Windrem stated that cotton has had 

a healthy influence on the financial stabil- 
ity of his county, liquidating many debts, 
and offsetting fruit losses in a measure. 
A. R. Linn of the Merced County Chamber 
of Commerce, reported favorably for his 
section, stating that three-fourths of a bale 
per acre wag expected on 11,000-acres. 

The total acreage of the era this year 
was plaeed at 110,000 acres 

Harvey Kilburn, manager of the Hoover 
Farm at Wasco in Kern county, and presi- 
dent of the California Cotton Growers’ As- 
sociation, spoke on “Lessons on the Last 
Two Cotton Seasons” in the San Joaquin 
Valley. He declared that although the 
price hag been extremely low this yer, cot- 
ton will always be a major activity because 
the crop fits in well with the seasonal pro- 
duction scheme, extending the season for 
workers. Cotton has also brought in lands 
unprofitable for other crops, and taught wa- 
ter needs for land. He also stated that 
pure seed, entailing an extra cost of about 
$1 per acre, was a good investment, as has 
been proven by high yields of good quality 
cotton this Year from the 800 tons of pure 
seed sold through the Kern County Farm 
Bureau for the 1926 crop. Mr. Kilburn urged 
the production of larger acre-yields, better 
picking, better ginning, and improvement 
in housing labor. In emphasizing the neces- 
sity of better ginning, he declared that buy- 
ers purchase by sample, and pointed out 
advantages of sacrificing a maximum of 
lint to secure better samples. He also rec 
ommended a 25 per cent reduction in cot- 
ton acreage for 1927. 


Discussing the work now being done to 
develop better cotton varieties, W. B. Camp, 
in charge of the government experiment 
Farm at Shafter, declared the Acala variety 
had been selected from all known varieties 
as being best suited for San Joaquin Valley 
conditions, but that work was being done to 
improve this variety. 


Some very interesting figures showing the 
improvement in grade and staple length of 
San Joaquin Valley cotton were presented 


by R. E. Blair, assistant chief of the Bu- 


reau of Grain, Seed, and Warehouse Stand- 
ardization, State Department of Agricul- 
ture. Mr. Blair declared that this improve- 
ment was due to better culture, pure seed 
and better ginning. 


The farm labor situation was discussed 
by Guy Windrem. Mr. Windrem gave a 
brief history of the organization of the San 
Joaquin Labor Bureau, and told of its work 
this season in securing and distributing la- 
bor throughout the valley. With the excep- 
tion of the fact that there was not 100 per 
cent co-operation between local organiza- 
tions and growers, the bureau functioned 
successfully, Mr. Windrem said. 


The afternoon meeting was devoted to in- 
dustria] matters pertaining to the cotton in- 
dustry. But one resolution, covering the 
curtailment of cotton acreage for 1927, was 
passed. It was recommended that, due to 
San Joaquin Valley’s favorable situation in 
regard to cost of production, only those 
lands which were not producing profitably 
should be eliminated.

By Water Users 


PHOENIX (Arts) — 4 great expansion 
during the next few years is expected by the 
Salt River Valley Water Users’ Association. 
The first principal undertaking is the Horse 
Mesa dam and power plant, which will, it is 
believed, add about $1,000,000 to the yearly 
income of the association. This is to be fol- 
lowed by the construction of a dam on the 
Verde River. This would have been done 
long ago had it not been for an intervening 
claim of the Paradise Valley association, 
which now appears about to be absorbed by 
the older organization. 

A campaign for saving seepage water is 
to be made, and the first step has been com- 
menced in lining with concrete about forty 
miles of the Consolidated and Eastern ca- 
nals on the south side of the river, east of 
Mesa. This work is being done at a coat of 
$670,000, supplied by the Roosevelt Water 
Conservation Distxjct. 

In addition to the saving of water, which 
it is estimated ‘will amount to about 40 per 
cent, Johnson grass will not grow along 
these concrete-lined canals and the upkeep 
will be reduced to almost nothing. 


He Cuts Down His Costs 
Machinery 


STOCKTON.—John De Carli, who con- 
ducts a dairy farm west of Stockton, says 
that cheap feed is a vital factor in dairy

Corn loader which saves John De Carli a lot 
of 


farming. To lower costs he has devised 
several machines for simplifying the work 
and reducing the number of men required 
on the farm. 5 

One of these mechanical hired men is a 
loader which handles the silage corn from 
100 acres for his 250 cows. When the corn 
is cut the stalks are thrown into piles in 
rows across the field. The loader lifts them 
upon the wagons. This loader consists of 
an upright framework ten feet wide mount- 
ed on old tractor wheels. The frame sup 
ports a movable beam which operates much 
like a derrick arm. Power is supplied by 
a small automobile engine and its three- 
speed transmission governs the operation. 
About five gallons of gasoline are consumed 
daily by the machine. This loader keeps 
four or five wagons busy between the field 
and the silo. The outfit was built almost 
altogether of used parts. Mr. De Carli uses 
the loader also for picking up cut alfalfa 
hay. 

He says it takes the place of several men 
in both corn and alfalfa fields and has 
proved economical.

deals which have not “panned out” right 
for growers and distributors. 

The Imperial Valley lettuce deal expert- 
enced poor lettuce weather, and shipments 
totaled a little over 11,000 cars from a 28,- 
000 acre planting. In general, it might be 
said that most shippers and large growers, 
as well as buyers and speculators about 
“broke even.” A few made a little money, 
and some lost, but as a rule, fair prices for 
the stock that was harvested helped to re 
lieve the losses on the patches that were 
left unharvested in the field. The coast 
spring lettuce deal, which was also expect- 
ed to be profitable, ran into a poor market 
situation, as did the spring crop in most 
sections of the West, and many growers and 
shippers lost money. In the parlance of the 
produce trade, it was a “headache.” And 
even in the fall, the deal was “nothing to 
write home about.” In general, we can 
check up a rather poor lettuce year, with 
few bright spots. The Imperial acreage for 
this season, cutting to start late in Decem- 
ber, is placed at over 34,000 acres, but some 
crop damage will reduce yields, it is expect- 


ed. 

Caulifiower acreage for the 1926-27 sea- 
son, now under way, is larger, but the price 
so far has been low. The 1925-26 shipments

Prob 
ably the uncanny machine that picks up 


lids of the waiting boxes would have been 
considered by those worthies as black mag- 
ic and the dehydrating plant as leased from 
Inferno. 

The whole industry of grape-growing to- 
day seems managed with extraordinary pre- 
cision—thousands and thousands of vines 
pruned exactly alike exactly equidistant 
planting, extraordinary speed in picking and 
packing. It goes like clock-work. 

Against the verdict of the government ex- 
perts who were sure it was useless, Mr. La- 
Fourcade dug for water. Ne drove his well 
630 feet before his faith was rewarded and 
abundant water secured. Now of his 800 
acres, 430 are irrigated; otherwise they are 
so very dry they would bear nothing. 
Sweeter grapes, higher in sugar content, 
with better keeping qualities are grown 
without water; therefore he irrigates only 
where it is necessary to production. After 
water was obtained and an irrigation sys- 
tem installed at an expense of $20,000, came 
the dehydrating plant, came also shower- 
baths for the vineyard workers, since there 
is nothing which so promotes cleanliness as 
providing ample facilities for achieving it. 

At the La Fourcade vineyard cordon-train- 
ing is not practiced; the grapes are _head- 
pruned, staked in their earlier years; later 
a trunk sufficiently stout is developed to be 
self-supporting. This is the easiest system 
to establish but requires skill in keeping 
the vines in shape as they grow older. 

At the La Fourcade vineyard, the düst 
storms which sweep the level fields from 
Fontana to Upland usually causing discom- 
fort and ‘annoyance—if not profanity— 
among the inhabitants, are not regarded as 
altogether an affliction. On the contrary 
the wind is held an excellent remedy for 
a blight that affects the grape-leaves, for it 
blows off the leaves already loosened by 
the trouble, every one of them, and saves 
the trouble and expense of spraying: but 
it’s well if the grapes are harvested first. 

The varieties grown by Mr. LaFourcade 
are Sultana (for raisins) Zinfandel, Alican- 
te; Mission, White Muscat, Matero, Corni- 
chon, Rose of Peru, and Berger.—the last 
a white grape. 

Reside his well designed and handsome- 
looking concrete packing plant Mr. Lafour- 
cade built on the other side of the boule- 
ecard a store and service station—also of 
substantial form and excellent design, there- 
by insuring that passing motorists who 
might otherwise scoot past the vineyard 
without stopping would pause to attend to 
the need of their cars—and a motorist who 
has stopped his car is a good sales prospect. 
Many tons of grapes have been sold at re- 
tall. 

Mr. LaFourcade affords another instance 
of the fact that it pays to depend on one’s 
self. He who has his own packing plant, de- 
hydrating plant, water supply, raflroad-spur 
service station and store is fairly sure that 
stray dimes and nickels on the persons of 
travelers coming his way are not diverted 
into other channels or other pockets. Leave 
it to the foreign-born te make money in 
America! 


Assistant Carries on 
Burbank’ Work 


FRESNO.—William H. Henderson, Ir. 
for four years assistant to Luther Burbank 
at his Santa Rosa Sebastopol experimental 
farms has returned to his home in Fresno 
and is establishing experiment plots of his 
own. He is working on the ranch of his 
mother, Mrs. H. T. Logan. Since his r 
turn here, but a few months ago, he has 
caused the farm home to blossom with a 
variety of flowers, and from the sales of 
crysanthemums and dahlia and lily bulbs he 
expects to finance his experiments. 

Among the tasks which he began when 
with Burbank is the development of a glad- 
jiolus which possesses perfume in addition 
to beauty of blossom. He expects to do 
much work with roses and to try out the 
domestication of many California wild flow- 
ers, particularly some of the wild lilies in- 
digenous to the State. 

Perhaps of greater interest to the State 
at large will be his efforts to produce a 
seediess Muscat grape. On a small plot he 
now has 5000.Muscat vines, all produced 
from seed. As the Muscat raisin is very de- 
sirable, and as the process of seeding is ex- 
pensive, hig success in this undertaking 
would prove a boon to the raisin industry. 
He says he expects to do experimental work 
with berries, smal] fruits and vegetables as 
well. 

His mother says that since he was able 
to run about he always wanted to “play gar- 
den.” He preferred work in the garden to 
any other form of amusement. About four 
years ago he applied to Mr. Burbank for a 
job and was selected by him as an assistant.

There was a time when honey was the 
principal sweet in use by human beings, 
but in the sixteenth century century cane 
sugar appeared and, because of its cheap- 
ness largely supplanted the product of the 
bee. Today, through improved methods of 
production, honey is not so costly, and its 
use is increasing steadily. 

There ig no commercial food which is 
purer than the market honey of today; no 
adulteration has been discovered for a num- 
ber of years by the government agencies. 
Nor is there any other commercial food 
which is more healthful. It is stated by 
authorities that it provides the body with 
needed sweets in a easily assimilable form, 
that it does not cause decay of the teeth 
and that it is the ideal sweet for infants,

children and invalids. As it is highly con 
densed, it may be eaten in smaller quanti- 
ties than sugars. 

Honey is made by bees from the nectar 
of flowers. This nectar is stored in their 
hives, where a chemical change takes place 
in it. When one realizes that a colony of 
bees must produce many pounds of honey 
for its own use and that man gets only the 
excess, a faint idea of the labor involved 
on the part of the insects is obtained. 

Honey varies in appearance and flavor, 
due to the character of the flower from 
which the nectar is gathered. The honey 
made from orange blossoms has the same 
aroma as the flowers and some think it is 
of too rich a flavor. The honey gathered 
from the sage of our mountains is consid- 
ered by many as the best produced. Alfal- 
fa honey is darker in color, but of good 
quality and flavor. Buckwheat honey also 
is darker, heavier in body and stronger to 
the taste. White clover honey in lands 
where that flower flourishes is highly re- 
garded. 

The commercial plants buy up all kinds 
of honey and mix them, and furnish the 
buyers with a brand which is practically the 
same all the year around. If ome wishes a 
certain kind of honey he can buy it from 
the producers usually, although of course 
there is always a little mixture, for the 
bees themselves mix some nectar from one 
sort of blossoms and some from another as 
one flowering season closes and another be- 
gins. 

The wise bee keepe eaves the honey in 
the hive until the bees ripen it. The ex- 
cess moisture is evaporated by the heat 


which the bees generate from their bodies. 


They know when it is of the proper consist 
ency and seal it themselves. Unsealed hon- 
ey will not keep, but honey which has been 
sealed by the bees will not spoil, though 
kept for years. In the course of time 
strained honey granulates, but this does no 
harm and if placed in warm (not hot) wa- 
ter it will retugn to its liquid state unin-

Altalta Benctins That 
Has Succeeded 


SAN BERNARDINO.—-About, thirty al- 
falfa growers of San Bernardino county, 
accompanied by H. J. Wilder, county farm. 
advisor, recently visited the ranch of T. 
L. Richmond four miles south of Arlington, 
to learn of his success with alfalfa. Mr. 
Richmond is said to maintain an average 
yield of eight tons of hay per acre. He 
grows alfalfa for a period of three years 
in succession, following this with two 
years or more of cereal] hay or cultivated 
crops. He says his ensilage corn yields at 
the rate of eighteen to twenty tons per acre 
on this land, although he has farmed it for 
twenty years. The soil is a heavy loam. 

Mr. Richmond emphasizes crop rotation, 
summer fallow to rest the soil and to get 
rid of weeds, and fertilization. He“ has « 
herd of dairy cattle and the manure gots 
on the ground. While bie rotation plan 
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he plow 

ber is, 
— vetch and oate. Por 1937: 
May or early June he will cut hay 
ply from a eight to ten tons of manure per 
acre; in June he will plant ensilage corn, 
and in November sow oats. 1928: In late 
May he will cut the oats for hay; in June 
he will irrigate and plow but will not har- 
row, and will give no more water during 
the season but summer-fallow through 
June, July and August; afterward he will 
plow and harrow and let the soil dry out 
thoroughly to get rid of Bermuda grass 
and weeds; while the weather Is still hot 
he will plow again if weeds appear: in 
December he will apply more manure. 
1929: From January 15 to February 15 he 
will seed to alfalfa; he uses only sixteen 
pounds of seed to the acre. 1930: He 
plans to apply manure including some ecid 
phosphate. 1931: Im February he will 
fertilize again. | 

He never cuts hay until it is mature as 
he believes cutting rabbit hay shortens 
the life of the plants. He does not irri- 
gate aifalfa until late in the fall, giving 
the ‘plants a period of dormancy each 
year. He never uses the springtooth on 
the alfalfa in the winter. He irrigates in 
February as spring growth begins. Cut- 
tings are made when the young shoots 
start. He irrigates ten days before 
tir g, so fewer leaves are lost. He be- 
lieves that alfalfa yields are lighter when 
temperatures are high, and better when 
the thermometer stands between 80 and 
90 degrees. He says that if he had no 
cows he would use a four-year rotation, 
— under one crop of melilotus in-
